London, August 7.—For the first 
time since 1870, the heads of the gov- 
ernments of France and Germany have 
met in private conference. 

With this hoped-for contact estab- 
lished, the chief delegates to the “in- 
ternational conference came to com- 
plete agreement relative to declara- 
tions of default under the Dawes plan 
and brought application of the plan 
nearer by ten daya. 

Taking advantage of the auspicious 
prevalence of optimism, the 14 chief 
delegates to the conferencg advanced 
the dates on which the Dawes plun 
and its prerequisite conditions muy 
be realized. Under the rearranged 
schedule, the formal proclamation put- 
ting the Dawes plan into effect will 
be made on October 5, instead o. Oc- 
tober 15. : 

Speed Up Evacuation. 

At the request of Germany, the 
conferees agreed that the Franco-Be! 
gian customs barriers, which inclose 
the Ruhr, be removed ,eight instead | 
of twenty days after August 15, by 
which latter date the Reichstag is to 
have passed legislation necessary. Un- 
der the agreement, all dates specified 
in the economic evacuation of the oc 
cupied territories have been advanced 
by ten days. 

The joint railway control of the 
Fr- and Belgian occupying forces, 
which has taken over the network of 
‘Rubr railways, will be withdrawn De- 
cember 1, 1924, the delegates agreed. 

Amnesty for expelled and imprison- 
ed Germans, who clashed with the 
invaders when France and Belgium 
went into the Ruhr, will be consid- 


RETAIL FOOD COST 
SHOWED DECREASE 
HERE LAST MONTH 


Washington, August: 7.—The retail 
cost of food in 14 of 19 cities in 
which surveys have just been com- 
pleted by the labor department ia- 
creased from 1 to 3 per cent last 
month, 

The dep&rtment’s bureau of labor 
statistics announced today that a 3 
per cent increase was noted in Bos- 
ton and Indianapolis, 2 per cent in 
Dallas, Milwaukee, Portlaru, Oregon, 
and Providence, 1 per cent in Bir- 
mingham, Denver, New Haven Pe- 
oria and Scranton. 

Five cities, Cincinnati, Atlanta, 
Norfolk, Fall River and Louisville, 
showed decreases of from 3 to less 
than 1 per cent.

$2,000 DAMAGE CAUSED 
HOUSE BY LIGHTNING 


Big Tree Is Split by Bolt. 
‘Four Persons Are Hurt 
in Auto Accidents Dur- 
ing Storm. 


One of the most intense electrical 
storms Atlanta has known in years 
swooped down on the city Thursday 
afternoon, tausing great inconven- 
ience by tying up the transportation 
and lighting systems at a time when 
thousands of people were trying to 
make their way home. The disturb- 
ance, however, did little property 
damage. 

Four persons were hurt in automo- 
bile accidents caused by the storm, 
and several others were injured in 
other mishaps recorded during the 
day. 

Street car service was interrupted 
one hour and 15 minutes, beginning 
at 4:42 o'clock, when the load of 
traffie is greatest. 

The cause of this unusually long 
suspension of service lay in the si- 
multaneous destruction of the big oil 
switches at both the Boulevard and 
Davis street. substations of the com- 
pany. ‘These switches feed all street 
ear lines in the city, and destruction 
of both at the same time forced @ 
complete shut-down of all cars. 

Property Damage Small. 

Property damage suffered by the 
company was Slight, no loss being suf- 
fered besides the burning of one oil 
switch at the Boulevard substation. 
and tw9 ol switches and a number of 
insulators at the Davis street plant. 
The regulator which feeds the Bilt- 
more botel was also burned out, put- 
ting out all the lights in the big 
building for more than an hour, 

Telepnone service was not affected 
hy the storm. 

Lightning Strikes House. 

Fire, caused when the’ house was 


‘struck by lightning while the storm 


was at its height, caused damage to 
the home of W. H. Lee. of 59 Kil- 
lian street, estimated at $2,000. Thir- 
teen-year-old Evelyn Lee was alone in 
the house with a maid at the time, 
but neither was injured. So great 
was the force of the bolt that Charles 
Griffin, seated on the porch of his 
home on the opposite side of the 
street, was knocked to the floor, but 
with the exception of slight bruises, 
was not hurt. 

The entire roof of the Lee home 
was destroyed, and a large part of 
the furniture was damaged by smoke 
and water, although some furniture 
was saved by neighbors. Because of 
the fright of the child and «maid,

The shooting, which was the- ont- 
growth of jealousy, it is said, occurred 
at the store of J. W. Biggers, 125 
Edgewood avenue, where Mrs. Bris- 
coe has been employed as a sales 
woman and collector for about seven 
years. It was witnessed, so far as 
police have been able t« learn, by only 
one man—Albert Lovinger, retail gro- 
cery merchant at 354 Sims street. 

Blames the Woman, 

Morgan, who had been employed 
since last June by the. United States 
National Life and Casualty company, 
of Chicago, Ill., with offices at 707

He 
first operated a restaurant and soft 
drink stand, later engaging in the life 
insurance business. Giving up_ his in- 
surance work, he was employed by a 
loeal furniture establishment as sales- 
man and collector until last June 
‘when he again entered the insurance 
field.

Mrs. Wol and roomers at he 
home said that Morgan had been in 
a despondent mood for the past week ; 
that only a few days ago he got his 
pistol out, oiled and cleaned it and 
spoke to them of ending his own 
life. but smiled immediately afterward 
and he was not taken seriously by 
those who heard the threat. 

Before leaving his. room Thursday 
morning, Mrs. Wolpert stated, Mor- 
gan gave her a card bearing the names 
and telephone numbers of two nieces 
—Elsie Mitchell and Willie Hallar— 
and asked that they be notified if 
anything happened to him. He uad 
planned to eat cupper at Elsie 
Mitchell’s home Thursday night, and 
told Mrs. Wolpert that he might not 
be home until late. 

“Mr. Mor-an had lived-here on an-] 
off for about two years,” Mrs. Wol- 
pert said, “and never worried or was 
downcast until the last few weeks. 
Since that time, though, he had -cen 
drinking steadily, and while he never 
came home drunk, he was drinking 
every day.” 

His Room in Order. 

Morgan's room was in perfect order, 
and all personal effects were found in 
his trunk. Although he had turned 
in no money at the insurance office 
this week, more than the amount e:l- 
lected during that time was found in 
his pockets.\ 

Relatives of Mra. Briscoe claim ‘hat 
the woman / had mn warned vy 
friends that / Morgan had made 
threats against her, but discounted the 
warning, saying, “My. Morgan is too 
much of a gentleman to do anything

OVER KLAN FOES 


Oklahoma City, Okla., August 7.— 
“Iroz Jack” Walton, who as gover- 


homa last year and fought it until 
he was impeached by jhe state legis- 
lature, is back in politics up to his 
neck, 

With almost complete returns in 
from Tuesday’s primary, Walton is 
being acclaimed as the winner in his 
spectacular fight for the democratic 
senatorial nomination. Walton is 
leading Congressman E, B. Howard, 
his nearest opponent, who was back- 
ed by the klan, by about 6,000 votes. 
Former Senator Thomas P. Gore ran 
a poor third and has returned to his 
law practice in Washington. 

Reviving his charges of “invisible 
government.” which he first raised in 
his dramatic attempt to drive the 
klan from the state, Walton made 
the klan question the sole issue of 
his vigorous campaign for a come- 
back. With a jazz band and a squad 
of the few faithful lieutenants who 
stood by him when klan leaders 
thought they had definitely put him 
out of Oklahoma politics last year, 
Walton stumped the whole state, de- 
nouncing the hooded order, which he 
claimed was trying to dictate the pri- 
“ both parties, 

aiton’s republican opponent will 
W. B. Pine, who has the indorse- 
ment of the klan. Consequently, his 
many enemies in the democratic party 
will be forced either to vote for Wal- 
ton or else bolt the party’ ticket and 
vote for Pine. 

BREWSTERK WINNER 
IN MAINE PRIMARY. 


Portland, Maine, August 7.—State 
Senator Ralph O. Brewster, who ran 
with Ku Klux Klan support. was de- 
clared by the governor and council to- 
day to have been nominated for gov- 
ernor by the republicans at the June 
primary. The official returns. giving 
a majority vf 3820 to Frank G. Far- 
rington, president of the state senate, 
were changed by a recount to a ma- 
jority of 581 for Brewster.

Theodore Roosevelt 
Prevented Big War, 
Dennett Declares 


Williamson, Mass., Aug. 7.—Dr. 
Tyler Dennett, of Washington, speak- 
ing here today at an open conference, 
declared that President Roosevelt 
was perhaps the first American 


statesman to perceive clearly that 
the far east question is largely a 
phase of European politics and that 
the weight of his influence in a 
warning to France and Germany 
quite possibly prevented a Kuropean 
conflict of world magnitude. 

Dr. Dennett also stated that there 
existed in 1905 “an agreed memo- 
rrandum,” of which a photostat was in 
his possession, the effect of which 
was to place the United States, dut- 
ing the Roosevelt administration, as 
almost an unsigned member of the 
second Anglo-Japanese alliance. 

“This document was approved by 
President Roosevelt less than two 
weeks before the formal publication 
of the terms of the second Anglo- 
Japanese alliance, and just before 
the opening of the Portsmouth peace 
conference. ‘This action of President 
Roosevelt did not stand alone. At 
the outbreak of the Russo-Japanese 
war 18 months before ‘President 
Roosevelt had been so impressed with 
the possibility that France or Ger- 
many, or both, might go to the sup- 
port of Russia against Japan, that 
aecording to his own statement, in 
a brief letter which I have seen, 
he warned both Germany and France 
that if they went to the support of 
Russia he would go to the support of 
Japan and ‘take whatever’ steps 
necessary for her protection,’ 

“It will be recalled that in the 
first Anglo-Japaneses alliance signed 
in 1902 this was the obligation 
which had been assumed by England. 
We may, therefore, say that this 
warning which came personally from 
President Roosevelt to France and 
Germany had only the value which 
attaches to the personal declaration 
of the president of the United States, 
nevertheless, the effect of it was to 
make the United States assume sub- 
stantially the same 
toward Japan which England had 
assumed in the first alliance. 

“At the beginning of 1904, as 1s 
clearly revealed in the private papers 
of President Roosevelt, as. well as 


time, Europe was dangerously close 
to the brink of a world war. France 
was allied to Russia, England was 
allied to Japan. Four powers were 
paired. Germany had urged Russia 
inte the war with Japan and her 
policy was then a matter ef doubt 
and grave concern, : 
“When President Roosevelt’ threw 
in the weight of his influence by his 
warning to France and Germany, he 
localized the conflict to the far east 
and quite possibly prevented the out- 
break of European conflict. The 
situation in the summer of 1905 was 
sich as to make it seem quite 
plausible that if President Roosevelt 
had not made this engagement with 
‘Japan and FEingland, it would have 
heen far more difficult and perhaps 
impossible for him to initiate the 
peace of Portsmouth » month later.”

There are two separate forestry 
bills in the legislature, the “forestry 


contract act” passed Thursday being 
one and the other being the Rountree- 
Haddock bill, which has been intro- 
duced in the house and is now pend- 
ing. 

‘By a vote of 36 to 7, the senate 
passed a bill by Senator Pace, of the 
13th district, proposing to submit to 
the people the question of amending 
the constitution so as to authorize 
the general assembly to prescribe by 
general law the manner and procedure 
whereby all matters and questions of 
local nature or affecting only people 
of one county or municipality may 
be determined by a vote of the people 
of such county-or municipality with- 
out the necessity of the general as- 
sembly enacting local or special bills. 

Has Special Value. 

The bill will be of particular value. 
according to its friends, in view of 
the action of the legislature in voting 
for biennial sessions. Without if, it 
was pointed out, hundreds of local bills 
would clog the calendar and delay 
the work of the two legislative 
branches. 

After a debate of an hour and a 
half on the bill of Senators Mason, 
Smith, Johns and Kennon, providing 
for recording contracts of cooperative 
associations, the measure was defeated, 
the senate refusing by a vote of 22 
to 16 to adopt the favorable report of 
the finance committee:

rifles. The force was bound pre- 
sumably for Comayagua, the message 
said, adding: ~~ 

“The country is again at civil war 
and termination of hostilities cannot 
be expected for some time.”

Of wourse, the section which covers 
the revenue feature is a little long, 
byt in order to cover the forestgprod- 
ucts industries with a moderate sched- 
ule of privilege taxes it is only fair 
and just that this be distributed over 
az wide a field as possible so as to 
distribute the revenue. 

The schedule is extremely light and 
the very fact that it is well distrib- 
uted makes the hi'l a longer one than 
if a direct appropriation from the 
gcneral treasury was called for. 

What does this Rountree-Haddock 
biil provide for? 

First, it provides for real work of 
‘cooperation and encouragement by 
the state to all land-owning citizens; 
this work to be under the supervision 
ef the state board of forestry with 
no interference with any fee simple 
rights of our citizens whatever. 

The state forestry service will be 
ready to serve ail citizens within this 
state in the matter of expert advice 
in the handling of timber !ands; the 
making of mansgement plans where 
by the private owner, 
and the protection of property rights 
through state aid, and in the all-im- 
portant matter of forest fire preven- 
tion and control, 

This bill has a revenue feature 
which will make it self-sustaining, for 
the special privilege taxes on forest 
products industries would be used en- 
tirely for forestry work and the re- 
newal and protection of timber lands 
within Georgia. 

To this couid be added the federal 
oid funds that Georgia would be en- 
titied to, and, as 29 other states in the 
union are receiving aid through their 
forestry departments, it is gratifying 
to know that Georgia could get 
$20,000 from the government for: the 
year 1925 if the Rountree-Haddock 
ferestry bill is passed now. It is 
cetimated that this bill would raise 
about $22,000 yearly, and, therefore, 
Georgia would be supplied with suf- 
ficient funds for maintaining a splen- 
did forestry service here in our own 
state which would save our naval 
stores and lumbering industries from 
probable extermination within the 
next 10 years, 

This, bill which may not be per- 
fect, will surely give our forests a 
chance to come back, and that is the 
reason that the far-sighted naval- 


sioreg people 1nd lumbermen are sup- 
porting this measure so strongly at 
this time. 

Thg good Lord knows we need to 
give our forests this chance in order 
that our children may have sufficient 
supplies of Georgia timber, grown on 


jee most favored soil in the world, 


right here within our own state. The 
need for forestry is not confined to 
future generations, however, for if 


| Georgia will begin teday to put her 


stamp of disapproval on the wild fires 
which desttoy young timber before it 
has a chance to produce valués to our 
citizens and for,our state, then our 
unsurpassed climbs and long growing 
seasons will quickly.rebuild our lum- 
bering and naval stores industries and 
within 10 years will develop a pulp 
and paper industry through the grow- 
ing of pines on present idle lands. 

It is unfortunate, indeed, that this 
constructive measure has _ received 
such adverse treatment to this. time, 
but thege is yet a chance for the 
house of representatives to pass this 
Rountree-Haddock bill in time for 
the senate to act on it next week. 

The senate will undoubtedly concur 
in the favorable action by the house, 
and as the governor has given his 
whole-hearted endorsement of this 
measure, the Constitution sincerely 
hopes that Georgia will be given this 
law without further delay. 

The rules committee placed this 
measure on the house calendar several 
days ago, along with the most im- 
portant bills before the house, but a 
fight was raade on this bv the oppon- 
ents who mustered their full strength 
at a time When many of the friends 
of forestry were absent and the neces- 
sary two-thirds vote was not received 
for keeping the measure on the calen- 
dar at that time. The opposition has 
been weakening since that vote was 
taken, however, and the friends of the 
forestry measure are glad to learn of 
much new support since’ serious 
thought has materially changed the 
situation in the house of representa- 
tives within the past week, A -peti- 
tion, signed by more than a majority 
of the house membership, has been 
submitted to the rules committee 
which more than. justifies this com- 
mittee in its former action and its 
constant desire to help Georgia renew 
and perpetuate her forest resources. 

In addition to the approval and 
support of the naval stores industry, 
the woodworking industry, and the 
far-sighted lumbermen who want to 
remain permanently in the sawmill 
and lumber’ business—this measure 
has the support of all civic organiza- 
tions in Georgia, and the unanimous 
approval of the Georgia Press asso- 
ciation, as well as all thinking citizens 
who have come to realize the needs of. 
our state along this line, 

The friends of the measure go not 
claim that privilege taxes on the 
forest. products industries will be the 
best method of financing this forestry 
work by the state, but this seems to 
be the only practical way for this re- 
lief measure to safeguard our young 
timber crops at this time. It must be 
remembered, and forcibly remembered, 
that this bill also safeguards this kind 
of revenue so that it can do these in- 
dustries the ¢ eatest good possible, for 
if these privilege taxes were producing 
revenue for the general treasury these 
industries would be getting no direct 
benefit from the same. Now is the 
time to let forestry work in Georgia 
pay for itself through the enactment 
of the Rountree-Haddock forestry act. 


A Bond Issue Economic 
Solution of Road Problem 


Nation-Famous Educator 
Pays Soule Great Tribute 


Editor Constitution: With much 
interest I have read the editorial com- 
ment in your paper and the numerous 
communications published relative to 
future road construction in the state 
of Georgia. Some of these very aptly 
state that it would take considerable 
money to build a system of good roads 
and if the money is provided by a 
bond issue of say $75,000,000, that 
in order to meet the annual interest 
and the annual reduction of the origi- 
nal indebtedness it would require a 
considerable sum annually to meet 
this >bligation—possibly in the neigh- 
borhoog of $5,000,000 a year for in- 
terest and for a sinking fund to re- 
tire the bonds. ; 

I notice that the writers ask ‘‘Where 
is this money coming from?” and they 
answer that the only method is to 


say $5,000,000, and it must come from 
the tax payers, and that the tax pay- 
ers of Georgia are already burdened 
with taxes, 

Does repair cost money? And who 
pays for it? The taxpayers of Geor- 
gia! If the amount of money spent 
annually by the state and counties for 
repairs of the present existing bad 
roads were computed it would amount 
in my Opinion to several times the an- 
nual interest charge and the necessary 
amount for a sinking fund to pay off 
the preposed bond issue. 

The amount of money as now spent 
for repairs mean only repairs lasting 
on the roadg from one rain to the 
next rain.. We all know as soon as it 
rains the roads have to be worked, 
scraped, culverts cleaned, washes re- 
paired and a lot of other things done. 
This condition prevails in the summer 
time. In the winter time we have 
practically no reads at all in Georgia. 

Is the state of North Carolina at 
the point of bankruptcy becanse that 
state has invested $76,000,000 in a 
system of good roads? 

What would better advertise the 
state cf Georgia to the outside world, 
to bring more citizens, more factories, 
most Lusiness, more vacationists, more 
tourists and more everything than a 
network permeating the entire state 
with good and permanent roads? It 
is the best and cheapest investment in 
advertising a state ean have. 

I am also informed by experts that

A public-spirited citizen of 
Athens gave a building for boys’ and giris’ 
clubs. It is a really wonderful building, 
42x200 feet, two stories. The second story 
is for sleeping quarters; 250 boys or girls 
can sleep thére with every conceivable com- 
fort. abundant modern indoor toilets, vernti- 
lation that is practically outdoor life. The 
main floor is equipped with a combination 
of club, study life and dining room. ‘There 
are two relays of girls, a week each, and 
four relays of boys. Boys the first week 
in July, then girls for a week, then boys 
for a week, them girls, then boys for two 
weeks. The building is a forest as true to 
nature as though it were in the wilds of 
Canada, and yet within 800 yards is a cre- 
ated lake for bathing, swimming and boat- 
ing.

Primo Rivera, Signor Mussolini's 
understudy in Spain, has announced 
hig intention of withdrawing Spanish 
forces from Morocco after a last 
“grand military demonstration.”

DESSERT FOR THE FAT. 
This is glad news I bring to what 
seems, at any rate, a growing ma- 
jority of readers. Although few 
would believe it, I am always de- 
lighted when I can give a little good 
news here. So much of my stuff ap- 


pears to be bad news, particulariy 
for this expanding majority 1 refer 
to. I am forever telling them that if 
they would keep any control over the 
bulgings and the billows they have 
got to do two things which fat folk 
just naturally hate to do, fast and 
work. Well, let’s smile a bit. It is 
not a habit 1 would urge upon the 
overnourished multitude, smiling, but 
perhaps an occasional smile will do 
no great harm—like the famous occa- 
sional glass of beer which is most 
eloquently extolled by the chap who 
has about a dozen of ’em under his 
oversize belt. 

No less an authority than Dr. 
James S. McLester, of Birmingham, 
aw urban: community of 178,487 peo- 
ple and 319 doctors down in Alabama, 
would allow fat folks their dessert 
even when they are on a reduction 
regimen.

WILL MODERNIZE 
REPAIR SHOP HERE 
AT $750,000 COST 


Plans to remodel and modernize the 
Southern railway system’s locomotive 
repair shop in this city were made 
known Thursday by R B. Pegram, 
vice president. An expenditure of ap- 
proximately $750,000 is contemplated, 
it was learned through the Foundation 
company, contractors for the work. 

“The Southern railway announces 


that it has arranged to remodel and 
modernize its locomotive repair shop in 
Atlanta on the existing site,” Mr. Pe- 
gram said. Complete details of the 
changes were not disclosed by Mr. 
Pegram, although officials of the con- 
tracting firm oytlined plans for the 
work, which is expected to get under 
way at an early date. Actual con- 
struction will take about six months, 
it was announced.

Rules of Golf 


BY INNIS BROWN. 


PLAYING OPPONENT'S BALL. } 


After the balls have been put in 


play, a player loses the hole for play- 
ing hig opponent’s ball, unless the op- 
ponent then play the player’s ball, or 
unless the mistake be due to misinfor- 
mation given by the epponent. Appli- 
cation of this rule led to a rather in- 
teresting case that was referred to 
the rules committee. It was this: 
Suppose while waiting ‘for a match 
ahead to get out of the way, both 

layers of a match tee up their balls. 

hen the time comes to play, the 
player having the honor, through mis- 
take plays his opponent’s ball. The 
question was, did this cause the play- 
er to lose the hole? The decision was 
in the negative. It was ruled that a 
ball put in play on the tee by a player 
is his ball for the playing of that hole. 
The opponent of course had the right 
to tee and play another ball. 

Testing Sand Trap. 

Knowing that the rules forbid him 
to touch the sand in a sand trap with 
his clubhead, a player in a rather 
prominent tournament last year tried 
out what he thoyght was a bit of 
smart strategy on finding his ball 
lying in a trap, and as a result 
brought up a point that was referred 
for a decision. What the player did 
was to step away from his ball a club 
length or more and stick the grip end 
of his club in the sand to test its con- 
sistency. lis opponent.in the match 
considered this an infraction of the 
rules and made a protest. The de- 
cision, of course, is that the protest 
was well-founded. The player had 
no right to touch the ground in the 
trap, and his action caused him to 
lose the hole. .Partially, the rule is 
intended to prevent the player from 
determining in advance whether the 
sand is firm, or loose.

New York, August 7.—The cut in 
the Federal Reserve Bank of New 
York discount rate to three per cent 
was unexpected by Wall street Wed- 
nesday being the regular day for any 
changes in the rate. The reduction 
is calenlated to send stock prices up 
still further. ; 

Trading in stocks today was lighter 
than yesterday when the turnover for 
the first day in sixteen, not including 
Saturday’s, ran below a_ million 
shares. Davison Chemical was the 
feature with a sharp decline on a pub- 
lished statement that one of the Stand- 
ard QOil companies had made a test 
of the silica gel process for refining 
oil and had decided not to use it.

| SMALL INCREASE 
SEEN IN REPORT 
OF JULY FAILURES 


New York, August 7.—Only a slizht 
change occurred in the number of 
business failures in the United States 
last month, a total of 1,615 being re- 
ported to R. G. Dun & Co. This rep- 
resents an increase of five-tenths per 
cent over the 1,607 defaults of June, 
though the July liabilities of $36,- 
813,238 are about 8 per cent in excess 
of the $34,099,031 of the earlier 
month. The heavier indebtedness is 
acounted for by the larger amount ir- 
volved by the failures of unusual size, 
those for $100,000 or more in each 
case numbering 54 and having liabili- 
ties of $19,715,819. Similar defaults 
in June numbered 46, fot about $14,- 
128,000. All commercial failures con- 
sidered, the number for last month, 
if slightly above that for June, is be- 
low the totals for all other months 
this year and shows a decrease of 23 
per cent from the high point reached 
last January. When comparison is { 
made with the returns for July, last 
year, a sharp increase is shown, the 
defaults of that period numbering 
1,231. That, however, marked the 
smallest aggregate for any month 
since November, 1920, the business 
mortality during the summer of last 
year, in point of number of failures, 
having been at an unusually low level. 
Yet the liabilities for July of 1923, 
despite the relatively small number of 
defaults, exceeded $35,700,000, the sv- 
erage of $29,018 per failure beinz 
considerably above the average of 
$22,795 fer the same month of the 
present year. 

As usual, thé largest proportion of 
the July defaults occurred among 
traders, 1,124 such failures formin? 
69.6 per cent of the total number for 
that month. In June, similar defaults 
numbered 1,084, for a percentage of 
67.5, and in July, 1923, the number 
was 828 and the ratio 67.3 per cent. 
Among manufacturers last month’s 
failures numbered 416, or 25.8 per 
cent of the aggregate of all commer 
cial defaults, these figures compar. 
ing with 439 manufacturing failures 
in June, for a percentage of 27.3. and 
350- in July of last year, when tbe 
percentage was 28.4. In the class in- 
cluding agents, brokers, etc., the num- 
ber of defaults last month was 75 
and the ratio to the total of all com- 
mercial failures was 4.6 per cent, 
while 84 similar defaults occurred in 
June, for a percentage of 5.2, and 53 
were reported in July, 1923, the ratio 
at that time being 4.3 per cent. It 
thus appears that, in point of num- 
ber, Jast month’s mannfacturing fail- 
ures made a relatively better show- 
ing than those of both June and of 
July, 1923, and the ratio of defaults 
among agents, brokers, etc., was low- 
er than that of June. Among traders, 
however, the percentage of failurcs 
was higher than for both June and 
July, last year.

Mr. Atwood described the consti- 
tution of the United States as the 
most important document in the his- 
tory of the world and declared its 
effect on the histery of mankind to 
have been greater than any other 
creation of the brain of man. Le 
reall éxtracts from letters written by 
George Washington two years before 
the signing of the constitution, and 
others written three years afterward, 
showing that in the five-year period 
conditions in America changed from 
chaos comparable oly te that in Rus- 
sia at her worst to a condition of 
orderly government, national credit 
and social stability. 

Laments Encroachments. 

The speaker lamented the encroach- 
ment of the theories of democracy 
into American governmental affairs, 
saying that the signers of the con- 
stitution formed a system of repre- 
sentative government through sele:t- 
ed servants of the people and re- 
garded the ideas of democracy as moh 
rule and a forerunner of chaos. Tic 
very word “democracy” in those davs, 
he said, was held in the same dis-

He pointed 
out the perils of initiative, referendum 
and recall and the direct primary 
system, and likened these methods 
with a system of baseball umpiring 
where the teams would be chosen by 
direct primary of the bleachers he- 
fore every game. and where the um- 
pire made his decisions, not accord- 
mg to the play but according to his 
own interpretation of the wishes of 
the bleachers. 
Cites Trial of Christ. 

He cited the trial of Christ as an 
example of the evils of democrati- 
rule, saying that it was the mob that 
seized Christ. This, he said, was the 
exercise of the popular initiative. 
Then he said the mob earried Christ 
before Pilate, the judiciary. Pilate 
asked “Who is this man,” and they 
replied, “He is a Galilean.” Pilate 
then said Christ came under the jur- 
isdiction of Herod, but Herod sent 
Him back and reported he found Him 
innocent. 

Then Pilate heard the evidence and 
likewise acquitted Him. “I find no 
fault in Him.” “But then,” said Mr. 
Atwood, “the referendum and reecail 
began to work, with the result that 
Christ was crucified and Barabbas 
set free.” 

Only by holding fast to the constt- 
tution can the United States hope 
to live and grow, said the speaker. 
If this nation does not retrace its 
steps of the past 25 years and revive 
its respect for the constitution and 
conduct its government in strict ac- 
cord with that document, Mr. Atwood 
said that it would witness soon the 
setting of its sun of empire and pass 
into the limbo of forgotten things, a 
nation which has had its little day of 
greatness and has fallen back to rnin 
and decay with the others which have 
passed before,

over the disaster that has temporarily 
put them out of the reund-the-world 
flight, Lieutenuut Leigh Wade and 
Sergeant'h H. Ugden greeted Lieu- 
teiant Lowell Smich, their command- 
er, in this quaint little Ieelandie capi- 
fal for the first time since he saw 
them drup helpless into an unfrequent- 
ed sea, several hundred imiles from 
the Farve Islands. Surrounded by 
the crowds that packed the harbor- 
front avenue, und greeted as berves, 
Lieutenant Smith and Lieutenant 
Erik Nelson waited on the shore un- 
til a moter trawler from the Rich- 
mond landed Wade and Ogden. 

Breaking from the admiring hun- 
dreds who showered them with con- 
gratulations, the two remaining Ameri- 
can fliers rusbed to greet the two 
who have Leen temporarily ruled out 
of the race. Smith had barely time 
to stainmer a word of sympathy to 
Wade when the latter, unable longer 
to conceal his feelings, burst into 
tears. 

As Ogden saw the grief of his com- 
mander, he, too, seemed on the point 
of breaking down. Ever since the 
accident that resulted in the destruc- 
tion of their ship, Ogden has maintain- 
ed a cheerful attitude, but he bore 
up wt the meeting under perceptible 
difficulty. With the greatest diffi- 
culty the comrade who had led him 
five-sixths of the way around the 
world quieted Lieutenant Wade and 
then informed him of the plan to put 
another shin at his command at In- 
dian Harbor, Labrador, so that he 
might continue the journey through to 
completion. 

In a cable to Major General Patrick. 
chief of the air service, Smith urged 
that the world flight insignia and the 
figure “3” be painted on the sides of 
the substitute Douglas eruiser, which 
is now preparing for its flight to In- 
dian Harhor. 

“There is not one of the gang that 
did not shed a few tears over Wade's 
disaster,” Smith wired his chief.
